Any man who is loyal ] 
enough to go to war for his country 
is surely entitled to any and all bene- , 
fits of this society.

If the 
500 members all met their deaths, and

WILL HAVE MARGIN; BALLOT ] 

REFERENDUM IN DOUBT. 

Sacramento, August 6.—When the 
secretary of state’s office closed yes- 1 
terday afternoon, the main non- 1 
partisan referendum petition was 540 1 
short of the 46,335 names necessary to 
keep the law from becoming operative ’ 
at midnight to-night. It was con- j 
ceded that enough more names would 
be received to-day to give the main * 
non-partisan petition a small margin j 
over the required number of names. 

It was dubious, however, whether ’ 

or not the referendum covering the f 

form of the ballot, the main working ’ 

< 

feature of the new system, would find ‘ 
a place on the ballot, for it was 1526 ' 
names short of the required number 1 
and for some inconceivable reason has ’ 
been short of the main petition ever 1 
since tabulations have been kept by ‘ 
Election Expert James M. Cremin. 

May Result in Tangle. 

If the referendum attacking the 1 
short ballot fails, the main issue 1 
might as well fail, proponents of non- ] 
partisanship declare, because the ( 
electors will be forced by sheer ne¬ 
cessity to defeat the referendum to ‘ 
preserve any system of elections in 
California. If the non-partisan ref- * 
erendum should carry, it would be 1 
necessary to call a special session of 
the legislature to prevent chaos in ‘ 
the election laws. 

San Francisco practically saved the 
main non-partisan referendum peti¬ 
tion by presenting a supplemental pe¬ 
tition bearing 10,071 names, which 1 
with five other small petitions 1 
brought the grand total to 45,795, or 
540 short of the required number.

ADDITIONAL NAMES SENT. 

San Francisco, August 7.—William 
C. Ralston, chairman of the joint 
party committee, which had charge 
of the circulation of referendum peti¬ 
tions, announced last night that 774 
names more than the required 46,355 
had been obtained, according to tele¬ 
phonic accounts to him from county 
clerks throughout the state.

BUTCHERS’ DAY 
AT EXP 


All plans are perfected for the 
Butchers’ Day parade on August 11th, 
which will be the spectacular event 
of the thirtieth annual convention of 
the United Master Butchers of 
America, which will convene from 
August 9th to 14th. 

More than 20,000 members of the 
butchers’ fraternity alone are ex¬ 
pected to take part in the parade. 
This does not include the friends that 
they will bring with them. Butchers 
generally in the bay section, includ¬ 
ing Alameda, Marin, Santa Clara and 
San Mateo counties, will close their 
shops on August 11th. Large delega¬ 
tions will come from Stockton, 
Sacramento, San Jose, San Mateo, 
Oakland, Berkeley and Alameda. The 
Alameda Butchers’ Exchange has de¬ 
clared the day a holiday, and 300 
butcher shops represented in the ex¬ 
change will attend with their own 
band and special regalia. Stockton, 
San Jose, Sacramento and San Mateo 
and South San Francisco will have 
their own bands, while the Retail 
Butchers’ Association of San Fran¬ 
cisco will be represented by its band. 

The parade will form at the foot 
of Market street at 9:30 a. m. on 
August 11th. It will be headed by 
Chief of Police D. A. White, with two 
platoons of mounted police. 

Santa Clara County Butchers’ Ex¬ 
change, together with San Mateo 
county, will be strongly represented. 

Among the features of the parade 
will be a trained steer and horses 
that the San Jose butchers will ship 
for the occasion. All the firms in¬ 
terested in the butchering business 
are entering their two-horse, four- 
horse and six-horse teams, others 
their motor trucks and many special 
floats symbolic of the different indus¬ 
tries. “Hot dogs” will be distributed 
along the line of march. 

The line of march will be up Market 
street to Marshall square, where it 
will be turned into the civic center 
and halt in front of the city hall. All 
men afoot will assemble at the plaza, 
and the teams, motors, floats and 
autos will fill space in front of the 
city hall and auditorium. Here mo¬ 
tion pictures will be taken of the 
parade. 

The parade will arrive at the Van 
Ness avenue gate to the zone at 11 
a. m., where it will be met by the 
official exposition band. Parade will 
form on the zone and pass through 
the zone, west along palm avenue 
to the avenue of nations and avenue 
of states to the exposition race track, 
where the official ceremonies will take 
place. All automobiles, floats and 
trucks competing for the three silver 
trophies will proceed in the parade 
through the grounds to the race 
track. 

The official ceremonies at the race 
track will be called to order by Chair¬ 
man Shapiro. An official of the ex¬ 
position will present a commemorative 


bronze medal, which will be accepted 
by Robert M. Weiss, president of the 
Retail Butchers’ Association of San 
Francisco.

COBURN DENIES HE 
SOLD HIS RANCH 


SAYS AGREEMENT IS FORGERY— 
NEVER SAW OR HEARD OF RE¬ 
PUTED PURCHASE. 


The talk of the entire county this 
week was the reported sale by Loren 
Coburn of his 10,000-acre ranch near 
Pescadero, valued at half a million 
dollars, to J. H. Sexton of Los An¬ 
geles for $100,000. An agreement of 
sale was filed in Redwood City, but 
even then people doubted its authen¬ 
ticity and began looking for a joker. 

Now both Coburn and his wife as¬ 
sert that no such agreement was en¬ 
tered into by them and that the paper 
is a forgery. At the same time they 
acknowledge that the signatures are 
wonderfully like their own. Coburn 
declares he never saw Sexton or had 
any dealings with him. 

Court Reporter Gallagher of Judge 
Buck’s court, Attorneys Ross & Ross 
and Coburn’s attorney, Eustace Cul- 
linan, all agree that the signatures 
look genuine. Cullinan stated that 
even if they were genuine the sale 
would never stand in court and he 
would start proceedings at once to 
have it declared void. 

“I never met James Sexton,” said 
Coburn. “I never heard tell of him. 

I never received a cent of the $15,000 
which he claims in this contract that 
he paid me. But this is my signature, 
or looks like it. And, mother, this 
looks like your handwriting, too. 
Guess we have been entertaining 
some lightning rod agents at our 
ranch.” 

“The idea of selling that ranch for 
$100,000,” he said in an interview re¬ 
ported in the Examiner. “That makes 
it worth $10 an acre. Say, I’d like to 
buy some land down in San Mateo 
county for $10 an acre. The agree¬ 
ment of sale is a forgery. I never 
heard of this man Sexton. I never 
received $15,000 as part payment and 
my ranch is not for sale. I am mak¬ 
ing too much money on it. 

“More expenses for old man Co¬ 
burn, that’s all. Here mother and I 
have to go to Redwood City, and up 
here to San Francisco, and pay for 
expensive rooms when we could stay 
at home for nothing. These city fel¬ 
lows sure are slick, but they can’t get 
my ranch for any $100,000.” 

“The sale contract bears the affi¬ 
davit made before Samuel A. Barker, 
notary public of San Gregorio,” says 
Cullinan. “Barker states that Carl 
Coburn, who is the adopted son of 
Jehiel Coburn, a relative of Loren 
Coburn, appeared before him and in¬ 
troduced Thomas Blake, who swore 
that he witnessed the sale contract. 
I have been unable to find Sexton or 
Blake.” 

This morning’s San Francisco 
Chronicle publishes the following ad¬ 
ditional developments in the Coburn 
matter: 

An astounding agreement was 
brought to light yesterday in the 
Coburn case, purporting to be a con¬ 
tract between a Paul E. Guggenheim 
and Mrs. Sarah Satira Coburn, wife 
of the aged San Mateo county million¬ 
aire, in which Mrs. Coburn is said to 
have promised to do all she could to 
induce her husband to part with his

nephew, Carl Coburn. Only Mrs. Co¬ 
burn’s signature was acknowledged 
because, as Carl Coburn said last 
night, she did not know Guggenheim 
personally. 


DETECTIVES ARE CALLED IN. 


Aged Milionaire Will File Suit to 
Cancel Agreement. 

Detectives and the law have been 
resorted to in an effort to unravel the 
deepening mystery surrounding the 
alleged signing of a document by 
Loren Coburn and his wife, wherein 
they agree to sell to James Sexton 
the Coburn properties in San Mateo 
county, valued at approximately 
$1,000,000, for $100,000. 

While detectives are trying to lo¬ 
cate and identify Sexton and Thomas 
Blake, a handwriting expert is en¬ 
deavoring to ascertain whether the 
signatures of the aged millionaire and 
his wife to the agreement of sale are 
genuine. 

Attorneys Cullinan and Hickey, 
counsel for the Coburns, will this 
morning file in the superior court at 
Redwood City a suit to quiet title 
to the land in question and cancel the 
agreement. 

This action was decided upon yes¬ 
terday after Coburn and his wife had 
repudiated the signatures to the 
agreement to sell. 

“Our object in bringing this action 
is double,” said Attorney Cullinan 
yesterday. “We are not satisfied that 
the signatures are genuine. Neither 
have we been able to learn the where¬ 
abouts of Sexton or Blake. Blake 
attested before a notary as to the 
genuineness of the signatures. 

To Force Men Into Court. 

“This suit will not only force Sex¬ 
ton to make an appearance, but pro¬ 
duce Blake. And incidentally, if there 
lias been any crooked work, the suit 
will raise the cloud that has been 
placed upon the property by the re¬ 
cording of the agreement to sell.” 

The agreement, of stereotype form, 
was filled in on a typewriter. When 
and where this was done is not known 
to the Coburn attorney. 

It was said yesterday that Sexton is 
in Reno, and that he will be in San 
Francisco Sunday.

CLASSED AS UTILITY 


The United Railroads has filed with 
the railroad commission a complaint 
against the Peninsula Rapid Transit 
Company, asking that it be classed as 
a public utility. The Peninsula com¬ 
pany operates motor buses between 
San Francisco and San Mateo. The 
cars start from Fifth and Market 
streets and run on regular schedules. 

The complaint asks that the com¬ 
mission require the bus company to 
file with it a schedule of rates, fares, 
charges and classifications as pre¬ 
scribed by the public utilities act, and 
that it obtain in regular form a cer¬ 
tificate of convenience and necessity 
to operate.

CHILE SAUCE RECIPES. 

The following recipes will be found 
useful in preparing a popular and 
economical sauce: 

Recipe No. 1. 

Scald and peel sound, ripe, red to¬ 
matoes. Chop into small pieces by- 
pressing through a half-inch screen 
or by running through a coarse meat 
chopper— 

36 pounds of tomatoes. 

2 pounds of chopped onions. 

10 ounces of ripe bullnose peppers 

(after stems and seeds have been 

removed). 

The bullnose peppers should be hot 
enough to give the proper flavor to 
the sauce. In case they are too mild, 
a small amount of cayenne should be 
added. A pound of the large sweet, or 
Chinese, peppers, if they can be had, 
will also add richness and color. Put 
into a graniteware or enameled kettle 
and concentrate to eighteen pounds. 
Because of the tendency to settle on 
the bottom of the kettle and burii, it 
is a good plan to allow the tomatoes 
to stand for a few minutes after chop¬ 
ping, during which time considerable 
juice will separate out. This can be 
poured off and placed in the kettle 
and concentrated before the rest of 
the above ingredients are added. 
After concentrating to eighteen 
pounds, add two and a half pounds of 
cider vinegar and nine ounces of salt. 

Concentrate further to eighteen and 
one-half pounds and add six ounces 
of sugar. Boil slowly five to ten 
minutes. Put into jars that have 
been washed in boiling water and 
seal while hot. The above quantity 
will yield about twenty-three pounds, 
or sufficient to fill eighteen to twenty 
pint jars. 

Throughout the boiling care must 
be exercised by stirring to keep the 
ingredients from settling to the bot¬ 
tom and burning. This is especially 
necessary after the sugar is added. 
In order to weigh the contents of the 
kettle at different stages in the 
process of concentrating, the weight 
of the empty kettle should be noted 
at the start. The kettle, with its con¬ 
tents, can then be set on the scales 
or hung on the balance from time to 
time without inconvenience, and the 
weight of the contents easily deter¬ 
mined. This sauce is not likely to 
mold; but, as a precaution against 
spoiling, it is advisable—after filling 
the jars and putting on the rubbers 
and tops—to place them in the clothes 
boiler and sterilize them for about 
thirty minutes. If this sauce is prop¬ 
erly made, it will have a bright red 
color and a rather mild and sweet 
taste. It is delicious when served 
with meats, oysters, baked beans, etc. 

Recipe No. 2. 

For those wishing a sauce not quite 
so sweet, but more on the order of a 
pickle, the following recipe will be 
found satisfactory: Scald and peel 
twenty-four ripe tomatoes; chop 
these up with two red bullnose pep¬ 
pers, two green bullnose peppers and 
two large onions. Put into an enam¬ 
eled saucepan and add— 

4 cups of vinegar. 

1 % cups of brown sugar. 

2 level tablespoonfuls of salt. 

2 level teaspoonfuls of whole allspice. 
2 level teaspoonfuls of whole cloves. 

2 level teaspoonfuls of cinnamon. 

2 level teaspoonfuls of ground ginger. 
2 level teaspoonfuls of ground nut¬ 
meg. 

Bring to a boil, stirring frequently 
to prevent scorching, and boil until 
the sauce begins to thicken. The 
onions will then be well done. This 
should not take over an hour. Re¬ 
move the vessel from the stove, put 
the sauce into jars, and seal while 
hot. This will keep in a wide-mouthed 
bottle if it is well corked and dipped 
in paraffin.

fornia, together with the necessary 
curves, side tracks, switches, cross¬ 
overs and turnouts, over and along the 
following streets: 

Commencing at Grand Avenue at the 
easterly line of Chestnut Avenue and 
continuing thence along Grand Avenue 
westerly to the northeasterly line of 
Mission Road. 

Whereas, All matters, acts, and things 
precedent to the granting of the fran¬ 
chise hereinafter set forth have hereto¬ 
fore happened, been done and performed 
in due form of law. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco do orgain as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 1. That there is hereby 

granted to the - , 

subject to all the terms and conditions 
hereinafter made and expressed, the 
right, privilege and franchise of con¬ 
ducting, maintaining and operating for 
a period of fifty (50) years from and 
after the date on which this ordinance 
shall become effective, a single or 
double track railroad of standard gauge, 
except as herein stated, together with 
the necessary curves, poles, wires, ap¬ 
pliances and appurtenances, and the 
right, privilege and permission to pass 
with, operate and run cars thereon for 
the carriage and transportation of pas¬ 
sengers for hire, propelled and operated 
by electricity, gasoline, or any other 
lawful motive power except steam, 
horses or mules, with all overhead and 
underground wires, and other electrical 
and mechanical appliances, except what 
is generally known and called the 
“Third Rail System,” switches, side¬ 
tracks, spur tracks, and equipment for 
the same, and the right, privilege and 
permission to excavate and remove such 
portions of the streets, alleys, and 
other places in said City of South San 
Francisco to be occupied by any of its 
tracks and poles, as may be necessary 
properly to construct said railroad, and 
to erect all needful apparatus and other 
appliances properly and fully to equip, 
operate and run its said railroad over, 
along and upon the following street in 
said City of South San Francisco, 
County of San Mateo, State of Cali¬ 
fornia, as follows, to-wit: 

I Commencing at Grand Avenue at the

Section 2. The foregoing franchise, 
grants, privileges and permissions are 
made upon the following conditions, to 
tie strictly complied with by said 
grantee, its successors and assigns, to- 
wit: 

The track shall be laid to conform to 
the established grade wherever grades 
have been established, and in other 
cases on the natural grade of the street. 
In the construction of switches and 
sidetracks, or a double track, the tracks 
must have space between them sufficient 
to allow cars to pass each other at a 
distance of not less than two (2) feet. 
The tracks must not be more than five 
(5) feet wide within the rails. Said 
railroad shall be constructed as nearly 
as possible in the middle of said street 
or highway, but with the right to con¬ 
vert any single track railroad con¬ 
structed hereunder into a double track 
railroad of like character, whenever, in 
the opinion of said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessor.'- or assigns, public convenience 
shall require such change; provided, 
however, that when such change from 
single track to double track is made the 
tracks must conform to the lines of the 
street or highway anil be placed at an 
equal distance from the center line 
thereof. _ _ _ 

.Section 3. Said City of South San 
Francisco reserves the right to alter or 
change the grade of said street to pave 
and repave and otherwise improve the 
street without having to pay the cost 
of readjusting the railway tracks to the 
requirements of the new improvements. 
Said city also reserves the right to con¬ 
struct sewers, lay water or gas mains, 
and establish, remove or readjust any 
other fixtures of a public nature in, 
under or over said street without being 
liable to the company for any necessary 
interruption in street railway traffic. 

Section 4. Said grantee, Its suc¬ 
cessors and assigns, shall at its own 
expense pave or repave, macadamize or 
remacadamize, grade or regrade the en¬ 
tire length of tl»> said street used by 
its tracks, between the rails thereof, 
anil between the tracks where sidings 
or two tracks are laid, for a width ex¬ 
tending for two (2) feet on each side of 
each track, with the same material as 
may be used for such purposes by the 
City of South San Francisco, expept, 
however, that within each track and for 
a (iistance of at least six (6) inches on 
each side of each track basalt blocks or 
molded brick may be used, and under 
the same supervision anil supeciflcations 
and in the same manner as upon the 
avenue or street over which said rail¬ 
road runs, or the tracks thereof are laid, 
and shall keep the same constantly in 
good repair and flush with the surface 
of said street; provided however, that 
during the five years next following 
the date of the pasage of this ordinance, 
and no longer, said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors and assigns, may use what is 
commonly known as water-bound mac¬ 
adam, having a thickness of at least 
seven inches, in constructing its pave¬ 
ment between the rails only.

In the event that said grantee, its 
successors or assigns, shall exercise the 
right and privilege herein granted to 
construct a double track railroad after 
any paving or repaving, macadamizing 
or remacadamizing, has been done along 
anil upon said street, by or under the 
direction and supervision of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco, said grantee, its successors 
or assigns, shall make reimbursement 
in the manner following, to-wit: 

If the cost of said improvement has 
been assessed upon the lands abutting 
on each side of 'any of said streets, re¬ 
imbursement shall be made to the 
owners of said lands. One-half of the 
whole amount of such reimbursement 
shall be distributed among the owners 
of said lands abutting on either side of 
said avenue or street, according to the 
front-foot method. In the event that 
said work of. improvement shall have 


been paid for out of the treasury of 
the City of South San Francisco, such 
reimbursement shall be made to said 
1 city. Such reimbursement shall be 
made for the entire length of said 
paving or repaving, macadamizing or 
remacadamizing, between the rails of 
said additional or second track and for 
a width extending for two (2) feet on 
each side of said track and for any ad¬ 
ditional distance between the tracks 
then on said avenue or street. 

Section 5. The rate of fare for any } 
distance along said railroad within the 
corporate limits of said City of South 
San Francisco, or between any point on 
said railroad as now operated and Holy 
Cross Cemetery, shall be five (5) cents 
for one passenger. 

Section 6. The overhead wires used 
as electric conductors shall be hung 
from cross wires, properly insulated, 
and shall not be less than eighteen (18) 
feet, measured vertically, from the sur¬ 
face of the street, and shall be sup¬ 
ported by double lines of poles, one on 
each side of the street. 

Section 7. Whenever the grantee of 
this ordinance, its successors or assigns, 
shall cut into or displace any of the 
streets or other places in the City of 
South San Francisco hereinbefore 
named, for the purpose of constructing 
its said railroad, or for the purpose of 
makiHg any repairs thereto or to the 
equipment thereof, it shall restore all 
such streets or other places to their 
former condition. 

Section 8. Improved construction 
shall be used for the equipment of said 
road, and all cars to be used shall be 
of improved pattern and construction 
for the comfort and convenience of 
passengers, and shall be kept in good 
repair, and provided with sufficient 
brakes for stopping the same, as well 
as with proper lights and signal devices. 
Every single car, or, in case of a train, 
every motor used on said railroad, shall 
be fitted with suitable fenders or appli¬ 
ances placed in front of such car or 
motor, for the purpose of removing and 
clearing obstructions from the track 
and preventing any obstacle, obstruc¬ 
tions or persons on the track from get¬ 
ting under the car or motor, and for 
removing the same out of danger or 
out of the way of such car or motor. 

Section 9. This franchise shall be 
deemed to contain all the conditions 
now required by law, in addition to 
those enumerated herein. 

Section 10. The grantee of this fran¬ 
chise, its successors or assigns, shall 
begin to construct the portion of its 
railroad provided for in this franchise 
upon the street herein named, whenever 
the Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco shall determine to 
order the laying and construction of any 
pavement upon said street. Such work 
of construction shall be thereafter 
faithfully prosecuted and actively pur¬ 
sued and carried forward to completion 
within such period of time as may be 
reasonably limited for the completion 
of the work of paving herein contem¬ 
plated. If the said grantee, its suc- 
cussors or assigns, shall fail to comply 
with the provisions of this section, un¬ 
less an extension of time is granted by 
said Board of Trustees, this franchise 
shall immediately cease and determine. 

Section 11. The grantee of this fran¬ 
chise shall, upon the determination of 
the fact that it is the successful bidder, 
file a bond running to the City of South 
San Francisco, with at least two (2) 
good and sufficient sureties to be ap¬ 
proved by said Board of Trustees, in 
the penal sum of one thousand (1,000) 
dollars, conditioned that said grantee, 
its successors and assigns, shall well 
and truly observe, fulfill and perform 
each and every condition of said fran¬ 
chise. and that in case of any breach 
of condition of such bond, then the 
whole of the penal sum therein named 
shall be taken and be deemed to be 
liquidated damages, and shall be recover¬ 
able from the principal and sureties 
upon said bond: said bond shall be filed 
with the Board of Trustees within five 
days after this franchise is awarded, 
anil before the final pasage of this ordi¬ 
nance. 

Section 12. At any time after the 
twenty-five years next succeeding the 
date of the passage of this ordinance 
said city shall have the right anil privi¬ 
lege, at its option, to purchase the plant 
and equipment of said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors or assigns, by paying therefor 
its value, which value shall be the 
capital investment of said grantee, its 
successors and assigns. “Capital in¬ 
vestment,” as that term is used in this 
ordinance, shall be and mean the fair 
and reasonable value of the plant, in¬ 
cluding good will, as a going concern, 
having regard to its condition of repair 
and its adaptability and capacity for the 
business of transportation of pas¬ 
sengers. In the determination of such 
value no regard shall be had to the 
capitalizetlon of the grantee company 
as represented by the company’s out¬ 
standing stocks and bonds, but such 
value shall include interest during con¬ 
struction and any difference in net 
earnings during the first five (5) years 
of operation between 8 per cent on the 
capital actually invested and the 
amount actually earned. All land and 
fixtures shall be valued at the cost of 
reproduction less any depreciation for 
wear and obsolescence at the time the 
city shall take over the said property. 
The method of procedure in determining 
such valuation shall be that set forth 
in paragraphs “b,” "c,” “d” and ”e” of 
Section 13 hereof. Tf said city shall 
elect to make the purchase herein pro¬ 
vided for, it shall do so by ordinance 
adopted by the Board of Trustees 
within thirty (30) days after the price 
i has been determined by the Board of 
Appraisers provided for in Section 13, 
and given as aforesaid. Said city shall 
have three months after the passage of 
the ordinance in which said election to 
purchase shall be made, in which to pay 
the price so ascertained. Tf the city 
shall elect to purchase, said grantee, its 
successors or assigns, shall retain pos¬ 
session of said property and equipment 
and maintain the same in good condi¬ 
tion, and operate the same as herein 
specified, and be entitled to receive the 
profits arising therefrom, until the pur¬ 
chase price ascertained as aforesaid 
shall have been paid. 

r>u the payment of the purchase price 
said grantee, its successors or assigns, 
shall transfer to said city any and 
every franchise, right and privilege per¬ 
taining to said street railway, to, be 
operated under this franchise, which 
said grantee, its successors or assigns, 
may have or claim. 

Section 13. fa) Tf at the expiration 
of this franchise said City of South 
San Francisco shall be unwilling to 
grant a renewal of this franchise, or 
another franchise, to said grantee, its 
successors and assigns, upon terms 
mutually agreeable to the city and 
grantee, said city hereby agrees to pur¬ 
chase the tracks, cars, motors, poles, 
wires, and all other mechanical appli¬ 
ances. equipment and appurtenances, by 
paving therefor the actual market value. 
Actual market value shall be taken to 
mean the cost of reproduction less any 
depreciation due to wear and obso¬ 
lescence. All land and fixtures on any 
such land shall be valued at the cost of 
reproduction less any depreciation for 
wear and obsolescence. Tn determining 
any value, as herein provided for, no 
vaiue shall be placed on good will; and 
in the determination of such value no 
regard shall be had to the company’s 
capitalization as represented by the 
company’s stocks and bonds. 

(b) Said Board of Trustees of the 
City of South San Francisco shall, by 
resolution, direct written notice to be 


given to said grantee, its successors or 
assigns, of the intention of said city to 
purchase, at least six months prior to 
the date of the expiration of this fran¬ 
chise. The valuation herein provided 
for shall be determined in the manner 
following: 

Within twenty (20) days after the 
service of such notice, said Board of 
Trustees shall select two (2) ap¬ 
praisers, and said grantee,, its suc¬ 
cessors or assigns, shall select two (2) 
appraisers.

(c) Any vacancy or vacancies occur¬ 
ring at any time in said Board of Ap¬ 
praisers, by death, resignation, disquali¬ 
fication or inability to act, may be filled 
within fifteen (15) days by the party or 
body making such original appointment. 

(d) If said city shall elect to make 
the purchase herein provided for, it 
shall do so by ordinance adopted by the 
Board of Trustees within thirty (30) 
days after the price has been deter¬ 
mined by said Board of Appraisers and 
given as aforesaid; said city shall have 
three months after the passage of the 
ordinance wherein said election to pur¬ 
chase shall be made, in which to pay 
the price so ascertained. Said grantee, 
its successors and assigns, shall retain 
possession of said property and equip¬ 
ment, and maintain the same in good 
condition, and operate the same as 
herein specified, and be entitled to re¬ 
ceive the profits arising therefrom, 
until the purchase price ascertained as 
aforesaid shall have been paid. 

(e) On the payment of such pur¬ 
chase price said grantee, its successors 
or assigns, shall transfer to the said 
city any and every franchise, right and 
privilege pertaining to said street rail¬ 
way to be operated under this franchise 
which said grantee, its successors or 
assigns, may have or claim. 

Section 14. The said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors and assigns, shall, during the 
term for which this franchise is 
granted, pay to said City of South San 
Francisco two (2) per cent of the gross 
annual receipts arising from the use, 
operation or possession of the right, 
privilege or franchise granted in Section 
1, of this ordinance; provided, however, 
that no percentage shall be paid for the 
first five (5) years succeeding the date 
of said franchise, but thereafter such 
percentage shall be paid annually on 
the first day of May. 

Section 15. Tn the event that any 
other street railway line shall be built 
through the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco during the continuance of the 
franchise herein granted, said grantee, 
its successors and assigns, shall enter 
into such agreement or agreements with 
the grantee of any franchise for such 
other line for the exchange of transfers 
as shall be fair and equitable, having 
regard to conditions which shall exist 
at such time. 

Section 16. A book of tickets for the 
transportation of pupils under the age

nance shall be taken and deemed to lie 
a contract between said City of South 
San Francisco, and said grantee from 
and after the date on which it shall 
take effect. 

Section 18. This ordinance shall be 
published in “The Enterprise,” a 
weekly newspaper published and cir- 
lated in said City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, and shall take effect and be in 
force thirty (30) days after the date of 
its passage, provided the acceptance 
mentioned in Section 17 hereof shall 
have been filed with said City Clerk, 
otherwise said ordinance shall lie null, 
Void and of no effect. 

That it is proposed by said Board of 
Trustees to grant said right, privilege 
and franchise upon the terms and con¬ 
ditions set forth in said draft ordinance; 
and 

That the character of said right, 
privilege and franchise is fully de¬ 
scribed in the aforesaid draft ordinance, 
to which reference is hereby made, and 
that the term for which it is proposed 
to grant said right, privilege or fran¬ 
chise is fifty (GO) years from and after 
the date on which the ordinance grant¬ 
ing the same shall take effect; and 

That sealed bids for the grant of 
said right, privilege or franchise will 
be received by said Board of Trustees 
and may be filed with the City Clerk of 
said City of South Kan Francisco up to

So much prominence has been 
given William II, king of Prussia and 
German emperor, during the present 
war that the fact that Germany has \ 
three other kings is commonly lost 1 
of sight. 

William II of Prussia is kaiser and 
king of the largest kingdom in the 
German federation, but his kingly dig¬ 
nity is no greater and the pomp of his 
kingly court no more daring than 
that of the kings of Bavaria, Saxony 
and Wurttemberg. His imperial dig¬ 
nity as German emperor is all that 
classes him above them. It should be 
remembered, also, that William II of 
Prussia is only German emperor, not 
emperor of Germany nor emperor of 
the Germans.

To us in America that difference 
might seem small, but not so in Ger¬ 
many. The German emperor, theo¬ 
retically at least, is an elective officer. 
He wears no crown as emperor. Im¬ 
perial dignity is all that he acquires 
to make him outrank his brother 
kings. But the title, emperor of Ger¬ 
many or emperor of the Germans, 
would make him as absolute in fact 
and theory as the czar of all the Rus-

But even as king William I is en¬ 
titled to considerable more rank than 
the rulers of Saxony, Wurttemberg or 
Bavaria. He reigns over a land twice 
as large as Missouri and has 40,000,- 
000 subjects, as many persons as the 
combined populations of Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan and Wisconsin. 

Compared with that populous king¬ 
dom, Ludwig III of Bavaria might be 
a governor and William II the presi¬ 
dent. Bavaria has less than half the 
area of Missouri, about the same as 
South Carolina, and its population is 
less than that of Pennsylvania. 

Ludwig III is now 70 years old. He 
became regent in succession to his 
father, Prince Luitpold, who died De¬ 
cember 12, 1912. He was proclaimed 
king November 5, 1913, in succession 
to his cousin. King Otto, who was de¬ 
clared incapable of ruling because of 
insanity. His son and crown prince, 
Rupprecht, is now commanding an 
army in France. 

Wurttemberg is but one-fourth the 
size of Bavaria. In size and popula¬ 
tion it is about equal to New Jersey. 
William II, the reigning king, is 67 
years old. He ascended the throne 
October 6, 1891, on the death of King 
Karl I. The king of Wurttemberg ac¬ 
companied his troops to the front. 

Frederick Augustus HI regins over 
the smallest kingdom in the German 
federation, Saxony, although in popula¬ 
tion it exceeds Wurttemberg. Saxony 
in area is slightly larger than Con¬ 
necticut. Missouri is eleven times 
larger than the kingdom. Saxony has 
nearly 5,000,000 people, about as many 
as Ohio, 1,500,000 more than Missouri. 

Frederick Augustus III is 50 years 
old. He came to the throne October 
15, 1904, on the death of his father, 
King George. His divorce in 1904 
from Princess Luise of Tuscany 
brought him considerable notoriety. 
He has visited his troops on the east¬ 
ern front.—Kansas City Times. 


Cream of Peas. 

Use half a can of peas, cooked thor¬ 
oughly. Place pea liquor in a saucepan 
with three cupfuls of milk. Cook to¬ 
gether three tnblesj>oonfuls of butter 
with three tablespoonfuls of flour and 
add to the milk. Cook until it thickens. 
Add the peas and beat, but do not boil. 
Season with salt, pepper and a cupful 
of cream. 

Veal Cutlets With Spaghetti. 

Divide a veal cutlet into pieces about 
three inches thick. Dredge with salt 
and pepiier. Dip In beaten egg and 
breadcrumbs. Saute in hot fat for 
about ten minutes. Sprinkle a little 
lemon juice on each cutlet. Boil the re¬ 
quired amount of spaghetti in salted 
water until tender. Mix with tomato 
paste. Pile the spaghetti in the center 
of the dish and arrange the cutlets 
around it. 

Potato Cones. 

Beat very light a pint of mashed po 
tatoes. a tablespoonful each of butter 
and cream, salt and pepper to season. 
Stir in one raw egg. cool, shape into 
cones and bake brown in a hot oven, 
basting with melted butter. 

Individual Apple Salad. 

Remove the core from red apples 
Cut a bunch of crisp white celery into 
small bits, add one chopped green pep¬ 
per and two tublespoonfuls of chopped 
pimentos. Cut into dice one-quarter as 
much apples as you have celery. Mix 
with mayonnaise. Fill the hollowed out 
apple with this mixture. Serve with 
white lettuce leaves. 

Green Gage Pudding. 

Arrange in bottom of buttered bak¬ 
ing dish a layer of greengage plums 
(canned plums are suitable). Fill the 
dish with breadcrumbs. Beat two eggs 
and mix with two cupfuls of milk. 
Pour over the breadcrumbs. Place the 
pudding dish in a pan of water nnd 
bake In a moderate oven thirty min¬ 
utes. Let It stand for n few minutes 
nnd turn out. having the plums on the 
top. Serve with one cupful of plum 
luice sweetened to taste.
